Books For Dominion De- 
bentures Held Open For 


Small Investors 


OTTAWA, Jan. 19—Books on 
the $200,000,000 war loan, over- 
subscribed in the first two days 
of this week, will be closed across 
Canada at five p.m., local time, 
Friday, the Bank of Canada an- 
nounced last night. 

Although total subscriptions at 
the close of business Tuesday night 
amounted to more than $248,000,000, 
the books were held open to enable 
the smaller investers in 
communities to subscribe to the 

loan. 

The bank said this gesture had 
been appreciated and there was an 
overwhelming response by small 
subscribers in the last two days. At 
least 50 per cent of the total 3% per 
cent loan likely will be held by in- 
vestors of amounts of $5,000 and 
less. 


OTTAWA, Jan, 19,—Subscriptions 
of $50,000 or more to the Dominion’s 
first loan of the second Great War 
as announced today by the Bank of 
Canada included: Province of Al- 
berta Workmen's Compensation 
Board, Edmonton, $50,000. 


Books Close Here 
At 5 P.M. Friday 


Friday is the last day for Ed- 
monton and district citizens to put 
in applications for bonds of the 
Dominion of Canada First War 
Loan as the books for the loan will 
be closed at 5 p.m. today. 

Although the loan throughout 
Canada is well over-subscribed, the 
federal minister of finance is leav- 
ing the books open in order to al- 
low as many people as possible to 
participate and, in making allot- 
ments, buyers of small-denomina- 
tion bonds will have first prefer- 
ence. 

Edmonton's total now is well past 
the $2,000,000 mark and  subscrip- 
tions are still coming in.

Napoleon in his Russian cam- 
paign knew the terror of snow 
wherein thousands of his 
struggled in retreat until they lay 
down on its white bed to sleep 
forever.

Whole Administration

LONDON, Jan. 19.—The Labor 
Party has decided to give a par- 
liamentary lead to the newspaper 
campaign for appointment of a 
cabinet minister to control all 
aspects of the economic side of 
the war, 

Side by side with this agitation, 
Prime Minister Chamberlain is 
being pressed to overhaul the whole 
administration, reduce the size of 
his war cabinet, and staff it with 
men unhampered by day - by - day 
departmental routine. 

The war cabinet consists of nine 
men, six of whom are in charge of 
government departments, It is 
argued the war cabinet is too bulky 
and should be cut to five, with the 
Prime Minister as chairman and 
sixth member, x 

One suggestion concerns appointe 
| ment of a minister of defence to be 
responsible for the war office, ad- 
miralty and air ministry with the 
existing ministers—now all mem- 
| bers of the war cabinet—as his 
| deputies. In addition he would con- 
trol supplies for the three fighting 
services now under a separate de- 
partment as far as the war office 
is concerned. 

The Labor Party will sponsor the 
suggestion a minister be appointed 
over the whole economic side of the 
war. At present this work is being 
done by Sir John Simon, chancellor 
of the exchequer, and Ronald H. 
Cross, minister of economic war- 
fare, whose department is concerned 
almost wholly with the blockade 
of Germany.

ALLIES MUST 
BE PREPARED 
FOR BIG PUSH 


Ready To Make Their 
Supreme Effort At 
Any Time 


VANCOUVER, Jan. 19—The 
Allies should be prepared to make 
their “supreme effort” at any 
time in their war with Germany, 
Air Chief Marshal Sir Rotert 
Brooke-Popham, head of the Brit- 
ish air mission to Canada, said in 
a luncheon address here yester- 
day. 

“Just because we have prepared 
for a three years war doesn’t mean 

we must make it last that time,” he 
said in his address to a combined 
meeting of the United Services and 
Canadian Clubs. “We must be pre- 
pared to make a supreme effort at 
any time.” 
CO-ORDINATION NEEDED * 

Sir Robert told his audience, a 
group in which air force, army and 
naval uniforms were predominant, 
that so far, the war “has not gone 
as we expected,” but, he added, “no 
wars ever have.” Some, he said, 
have found the conflict “exclusive,” 
difficult to get into, and others 
found it boring. 

Stating there ,were also periods 
in the last war which were bor- 
ing, he warned that things might 
change within a few months, 

“We shan’t bring this war to any 
end with which we can be satisfied 
unless we utilize every resource in 
fhe most effective and efficient 
manner, co-ordinating all together 
into a homogeneous entity.” 

AIR DEFENCE STRONGER 

Speaking of air power, he said 
that so far the defensive side has 
proved stronger than the attack. 

“But it should be wrong to be- 
lieve the power of air to strike is 
gone,” he said, “Rather, it hasn't 
struck yet. It would be unwise to 
relax any effort, either as regards 
defence or as regards offensive 
potentiality.” 

The Empire air training scheme 
was something which Hitler could 
not hope to imitate. He had no 
Canada where men could train in 
peace and security. This factor, he 
suggested, must have its mora] ef- 
fect on Germany and its leaders.

Western coal-men want the Dominion 
Government to help them sell Alberta coal 
in Ontario, and point out that the ex- 
change situation would improve if money 
now sent to pay for millions of tons of 
United States coal was kept in Canada. 

The inference is that the eleven per 
cent exchange tax on United States coal 
purchases has not helped the Alberta 
trade in Ontario. If this is the case, $89 
worth of Pennsylvania coal must be con- 
sidered by the Ontario consumer to be 
equal in heating value to $100 worth of 
Alberta coal. 

What would seem to be needed is an 
educational campaign, aimed to make the 
merits of Alberta coal better known in 
that province. If the Ontario consumer is 
pocket conscious, to say nothing of being 
financially patriotic, the campaign should 
get some results. An eleven per cent 
bonus is a pretty substantial advantage in 
bidding for trade.

Berlin has lifted the ban against the 
shipment of Italian arms through the 
Reich to Finland. The explanation depart- 
ment offers the intriguing hypothesis 
that the embargo was imposed because of 
railway transport difficulties. How & 
railway congestion was to be relieved by 
forbidding Italian planes to fly across the 
country, Herr Goebbels does not try to 
elucidate. There is humor even in war- 
time, 

The prohibitory order was issued be- 
cause that would please Stalin; probably 
because he demanded it. The order is now 
suspended because Mussolini demanded 
that, which Rome announced a few days 
ago. It will be reimposed if Stalin insists, 
there can be no doubt. For as between 
Josef and Benito, the former has Hitler 
at his mercy while the latter has not. 

Russian troops are camped on the 
German border, all the way from East 
Prussia to the Carpathians; and Stalin 
has only to refuse supplies to put Ger- 
many in the grip of economic pincers 
which would spell doom for the Nazis. 
Mussolini will neither fight for his axis 
ally nor refrain from offending his new 
partner in the bludgeoning business. 

Stalin is therefore Hitler’s best bet, 
and Adolf knows it. However anxious Il 
Duce may be to help the Finns fight Rus- 
sia, he won't help them by shipping arms 
through Germany if Moscow decrees 
otherwise. 

The perplexed Fuehrer, caught in his 
own trap, may reflect with profit, if not 
with pleasure, that one of the despised 
Jews long ago warned him “A man can- 
not serve two masters’. 


Full Steam Ahead 


Offering $200,000,000 of war bonds 
was the nearest thing to taking a plebiscite 
on the question of whether Canada should 
or should not have joined the Allies in re- 
sisting Nazi aggression. That was not the 
direct purpose of the loan, but is one of the 
incidental effects. Had the bonds failed 
to sell, that would have been interpreted 
as a Sign that Canadians did not approve 
the decision to back Britain and France. 

As the bonds were oversubscribed in a 
couple of days, the contrary conclusion is 
plain. The Government and parliament 
have been given unquestionable approval 
for refusing to keep the Dominion stand- 
ing on the sidelines when democracy and 
all it involves and implies had to be de- 
fended or allowed to perish at the hands of 
a predatory autocrat. 

There is no mistaking, and can be no 
misconstruing, this side-significance of 
the popular clamor for the war bonds. 
While the rate of interest is as high as 
should be paid, it was not high enough to 
excite the cupidity of persons concerned 
only in getting a big return from an in- 
vestment, Those who bought the bonds 
did so because they wanted to beat Hitler- 
ism; wanted to do that more than they 
wanted to hold funds in hand to take ad- 
vantage of any opportunity that might 
arise for profitable speculation or business 
venture. , 

If there has been any disposition at Ot- 
tawa to go easy with the war effort until 
the public reaction was better known, 
there is no occasion for further hesitancy, 
The public have spoken, in emphatic tones, 
and in the most convincing way offering. 
Wheue the treasure goes voluntarily, there 


the heart has gone before it. Canadians 
want to put their whole weight into their 
punches, and have said so. 

The Government can proceed now to 
develop its war plans as rapidly as sound 
judgment warrants, with assurance that 
the public are behind the effort, mean to 
see the thing through to success, and will 
cheerfully provide funds as these are re- 
quired. 


Dodging The Exchange 


The city of Edmonton has a bond in- 
terest payment falling due at the first of 
February, amounting to $320,000. The 
bonds carry an option clause by which 
holders, though resident in Canada, may 
demand payment in the United States. It 
is estimated that three-quarters of the 
bonds are held in Canada. Should all 
Canadian holders demand payment in the 
United States, the city would have to pay 
about $35,000 exchange to obtain the funds 
there. 

But the Canadian holders would not 
get the 11 per cent exchange paid by the 
city. They would get only 41% per cent. 
The Dominion treasury and the exchange 
control board would take the balance. 
Wherefore, council will offer Canadian 
holders $1.04'4 in Canadian money for 
each dollar due them. And will ask them, 
as a matter of practical war-time patriot- 
ism, to forego the premium and accept a 
dollar. 

It. will be interesting to see how many 
Canadian holders allow their patriotism to 
affect their pockets to the extent of ac- 
cepting the dollar and leaving the tax- 
payer the four and a half cents with which 
to pay war taxes and help support war- 
time economic conditions. Those who do 
so will deserve honorable mention. Those 
who demand the premium should also get 
publicity. 

The city, it is calculated, will by this 
procedure have to pay only $19,250 be- 
cause of the difference in exchange, sup- 
posing all Canadian holders demand the 
41,4 per cent premium. The saving to the 
city, as against paying all the coupons in 
the United States, works out at $15,750. 

The Canadian bond-holders would not, 
of course, get this money in any case. It 
would go into the Dominion treasury. The 
bond-holders suffer nothing by the short- 
cut method of payment. But the Dominion 
loses the 5 per cent it would collect on 
Canadian-held coupons sent to the United 
States to be cashed. The Dominion is 
therefore out what the city saves, as the 
result of agreeing to allow the settlement 
to be made in lawful money of Canada. 


Mr. Gardiner was re-elected president 
of the U.F.A. for his tenth consecutive 
term. He is within measurable distance of 
the mark set by Mr. H. W. Wood, who held 
the office from 1916 to 1931. This is evid- 
ence of the satisfaction his leadership has 
given the members of the organization. 
Also of the continued freedom of the 
organization from any dread of “third 
terms.” The U.F.A. has been radical in 
some of its proposals, but it is thoroughly 
conservative on the point that it is easier 
to keep an acceptable leader than to find 
a better one.

The Passing Show 


By MAX FREEDMAN 


What are French leaders thinking about 
the war? We know that Communist deputies 
who have not disavowed Stalin have been 
expelled. We know that a united nation guards 
the historic frontiers of France. But most people 
do not know what policies the French govern- 

ment would accept as providing 
SOME NEWS a basis for a durable peace 
FROM PARIS settiement when the power of 

Nazi Germany has been 
smashed. Mr. Chamberlain has already sketched 
in measured and sober terms the peace aims of 
the British people, What has M. Daladier to say 
on this subject? 

Paris newspapers, containing verbatim 
reports of speeches by the French premier which 
are only summarized in the English press, pro- 
vide a ready and magnificent answer. 

That Daladier was a superb war minister 
was already a commonplace for the whole 
world, but these speeches also display his 
singular genius as a statesman aware of the 
basic problems which must be faced before 
peace can ever be achieved. 

He speaks with the French gift for realism. 
“Let us not be tossed about by the waves of 
emotion; let us not be enslaved by slogans; let 
us not believe that Utopia can be born from 
battle.” Daladier believes it is not short of a 
crime to excite in men’s minds the hope that this 
war already is won by the Allies, or that when 
it is won, all will automatically be well for the 
world. ; 

In his speech to the Chamber of Deputies 
from which the above passage has been trans- 
lated, Premier Daladier asserted with sharp 
emphasis that the supreme mistake made by the 
Allied Powers in the last great war was that 
they failed to consolidate the fruits of victory. 

He points out that tt was not the Versailies 
Settlement that has to be blamed, but rather the 
indisputable fact that Britain and France drifted 
apart in their peace policies the moment the 
armistice sounded. ’ 

So Daladier states the first aim of France 
in bringing a peace based upon justice to Europe. 
Britain and France must be allies in peace 
just as they are allies in war; they must, in his 
own phrase, “be allies for peace.”

Premier Daladier then states that it is alto- 
gether false and misleading to have people ask 
what are the peace aims of Britain and France. 
He says a much better question would be to 
solicit proof from Germany that her intentions 
are peaceful and benevolent. Already in this 
war, he declared, publicists are 
saying that it is the duty of the 
democracies to pave the way to 
some. federation of Europe. 
Daladier does not oppose that proposal, though 
he admits it must be more than a nebulous 
theory entertained by speculative thinkers be- 
fore it can provide a basis for constructive 
political action. 

“What we must never forget,” Daladier em- 
phasizes, “is the primary responsibility of 
Germany in bringing on this war. We cannot 
impose a settlement of justice: Germany must 
first show she is ready for justice, show she 
deserves justice.” 

No statesman in any country has put the 
central issue more clearly than this. While 
speakers, all of them free from official respon- 
sibility, go up and down Canada chattering 
about a federation of Europe, Daladier punc- 
tures their wind-blown theories by asking one 
simple question—what about Germany? Until 
we know what sort of Germany will emerge 
from this war, what her new rulers will be like 
and what policies they will represent, it is 
barren folly to draw up a blue-print of some 
abstract political paradise for Europe.

THE NEED 
FOR VISION 


Daladier sees four countries whose policies 
form obstacles to a European federation. Ger- 
many, Italy, Russia and Spain will in all likeli- 
hood not be truly democratic at the end of the 
war, even if Germany again sets up some form 
of so-called democracy like the “Weimar 
Republic” in which the army still 
retains a large measure of its 
former autocratic power. All the 
dictator states left the League of 
Nations; only the democracies remained. Must 
not a community of ideals reinforce a com- 
munity of interest, Daladier asks, before peace 
can be ensured? 

The French premier reminds the world that 
if the Allied Powers win, as he has no doubt 
they will, then it is plain they have a “pre- 
ponderance of power” over Germany and her 
satellites. So he asks that this preponderance 
—actual, vital, undeniable—be made the basis 
of providing security to both Britain end France 
before it is scrapped for any grandiose venture 
in some new scheme of international] co-opera- 
tion that looks fine on paper but cannot work 
except On paper. 

The Chamber of Deputies recognized a 
masterly address and gave Daladier an ovation, 
Most Canadians, I think, would have done like- 
wise. We have all had too much of the silly 
pap of disarming while great powers in central 
Europe, who made no secret of their belligerent 
intent, were arming remorselessly, This time 
that mistake must not be repeated. Until the 
peace settlement has been framed, until the 
dictator states, and especially Germany, have 
truly renounced war as an instrument of 
national policy, the democracies cannot forfeit 
their place of authority in Europe. Unless 
Britain and France can draw Germany into 
peace, they will agein be driven into war by 
Germany.

Not All Black 


Things are not all black. We have only to 
consider the temper in which we are waging the 
present war to see that in some respects we have 
made progress. It is a resolute temper, but it is 
more tolerant than that which moved us in the 
last war. But what distinguishes the conditions 
today from those of 1914-18 is the determination 
to make an ameliorative rather than a punitive 
peace. Past experience has, in fact, taught us 
a great deal; we have learned from Versailles 
and its consequences the sort of peace we and 
others need. 

It is, no doubt, a grim reflection that we 
should have to contemplate fashioning another 
world peace, but at any rate it is some comfort 
to think that our ideas of what peace should be 
are larger and more tolerant and understanding 
than they were in the days of Versailles. As the 
war proceeds, that comfort may lose some of its 
quality, but let us hope that the foundation of 
it will not be destroyed and that, in spite of the 
bitterness of the conflict, we shall continue to 
hold fast to our ideals.—Liverpool Post. 


The Bank of Toronto 

Speaking at the 84th annual meeting at 
Toronto on Wednesday, President John R. Lamb 
of the Bank of Toronto said because of previous 
threats “The actual outbreak of war found people 
well prepared for the shock.” As a result the 
country was able to change from peace to war 
footing with little disturbance of industry. 

As to the future, Mr. Lamb said: “Knowing 
that we must meet a heavy war burden, it will 
be better for all concerned to have a pay-as- 
we-go policy in which everyone must share, 
rather than an attempt to meet the costs through 
fanciful schemes which lead to ruin. It is rather 
significant that the monetary plans) which 
blossom in the years of depression seem to fade 
out when the real needs of war arise. 

“These considerations remind us that beyond 
the immediate hazard of the war there is another 
danger which may be more insidious because 
it is less evident. We have seen how certain 
governments of Europe, while nominally claim- 
ing to advance the interests of their peoples, 
have in reality called upon them for unpre- 
cedented sacrifices in their living standards, for 
vainglorious purposes of the state.” 

Mr. F. H. Marsh, general manager, present- 
ing the annual balance sheet said profits for 
the year after providing for all known con- 
tingencies amounted to $1,324,229. After paying 
the usual dividends and writing off the usual 
appropriation against bank premises, $524,229 
was carried forward to profit and loss. The 
assets of the bank showed an increase of $19,- 
727,103, and now stand at $168,339,469. Deposits 
of $142,034,974 showed an increase of more than 
$20 millions, of which more than $13 millions 
were deposits by the public. 


The Rally for Civilization 


In world affairs there was a time late in 
1938 when justice seemed to have no champion. 
Force and the Fascist-Nazi phalanxes had 
obliterated or annexed half a dozen nations. 
Hatred and terrorism were in the saddle, and 
the remainder of the world stood irresolute, 

But there came a final rally of magnificent 
unanimity and sternness. The sense that civil- 
ization itself was in danger; that the treasured 
heritage of 500 years of slow advance toward 
standards of stability, humanity and honor in 
international relations was imperiled; that 
arrogant perfidy and brute force. might take 
command first of Europe and then of the world, 
rendering it unfit to live in—this aroused Britain 
and France when as yet no immediate challenge 
had been flung to their vital interests. It has 
aroused enlightened peoples to their moral sup- 
port—and if more than fhat is required, who 
will say that it will not be forthcoming? 

A terrible decade—so we may well exclaim 
in looking back on it. But its very blows and 
losses have had their compensations in stripping 
away some of the illusions which have blinded 
great multitudes. And it has closed upon a note 
of rigorous dedication which is more than en- 
couraging—which is inspiring. 

It is not wholly a decade of loss which ends 
in our American Republic with tens of millions 
more fully aware than ever before of what 
democracy and social justice really mean; with 
the country at last shaken out of its shallow 
belief that it could stand selfishly aloof from 
the rest of the world and play no part in shaping 
international destinies, It is by no means wholly 
a decade of loss which ends with brave French- 
men crowding the bleak trenches and brave 
Englishmen facing the perils of mine-infested 
seas in defence of aims which involve the whole 
future of civilization —Allan Nevins, Professor 
of History in Columbia University, in the New 
York Times.

We have 
stopped living for today in cross- 
ing tomorrow's bridges, or maybe 
just wondering about tomorroW’'s 
rainbows. 

But | think it is bridges mostly. 
We are not too far gone, however, 
to jerk ourselves up by the boot- 
straps, come back to the present 
and live today, calmly and con- 
tentedly--and sing.

O much documentary red tape was involved that it is only now that the

missioner's office. 


Rightly or wrongly, the players take it that the judge is crusading | 
to get them a fair deal in baseball and their innate fear of this stern-faced 
czur seems to be turning to friendly sympathy. Ever since Landis took 
office as supreme dictator of baseball, there has been a provision that any 
player not satisfied with a salary offer could appeal the matter to the 
commissioner. 

The boys have been mighty leary of that provision however. The 
great majority of them have always had a hunch that if a player appealed | 
to Landis, he would be more or less boycotted by all clubs if he lost his | 
appeal. It was figured something like howling to the teacher. Now the 
players are beginning to think that maybe they have been overlooking a 
mighty good bet in not making more use of this appeal clause. 

Right now there seem to be plenty of appeals in the making as the 
major leagues start signing up men, 
and tell him a tale of woe centering around the Cubs’ request that he take 
a $10,000 cut this season. Then there is Zeke Bonura, the banana king of 
New Orleans, who led the Giants in hitting and runs batted in last year 
and whose 1940 contract calls for $4,000 less than the $15,000 he was paid 
a@ year ago. Red Wolfe of the Yanks is also getting fixed for a rebellion. 
He announces that anything less than $18,000 will be the signal for a re- 
voit, Yank contracts are being mailed out to the players this week. 


As if they haven't got enough grief already, the Detroit Tigers are 
likely to run into a loud and bitter argument with Hank Greenberg 
when they try to sign him up again. It’s all on account of this guy 
Joe DiMaggio.

erty to the subject which can 
only be taken away through ac 
tien of an individual which would 
infringe on the rights of others

The rule of law principle is 
peculiar to the Ang tem of 
law. ho stated, and the law of this 
principle in international law today 
is probably responsible for the 
present war crisis 

Under the “rule of law" the peo 
ple have their rights protected and 
enforced by specific rules of law 
| in courts administered impartially 
FUNDAMENTAL iTS 

In the English system there 
no lengthy cite of the rights of 
the people. There no mention of 
free speech, right of assembly or 
yther fundamental rights enjoyed 

"he protection of these rights are 
come when a subject endeavors t 


interfere with the rights of another 


Thus there is no law concerning the 


right of assembly, but there is noth 


ing to prevent the holding of an as- 
sembly provided that assembly does 
not trespass the acts done at the | 
issembly do transgress agains 


against the laws of the country. 

The right of free speech pre- 
vails up to the point that the sub- 
ject keeps within the confines of 
decency, but if he steps across 
that line then the law of libel or 
laws against the use of obscene 
language may be brought to bear 
against him, or the sedition 
charges of the criminal code may 
be invoked.
